EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 1-8 and 16-20 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 9-15, directed to the process of 
making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for 
patentability under 37 CFR 1.104.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After carefully reviewed the Applicant's arguments in paper filed 8/18/06, and 
updated prior art of record, the Examiner finds that the Applicant's arguments are 
reasonable and strongly persuasive. Therefore, they place the application in condition 
for allowance. The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of the above 
claims is the inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed as a whole, of the 
limitation of the structure and the method of making the structure of the semiconductor 
includes a plurality of first level conductive horizontal bodies, each of which has an end 
section that fills a respective one of the first holes to electrically connect with a 
respective one of the first bonding pads, and an extension that extends from the end 
section that is formed on the first insulating layer, and that has a connecting end 
horizontally offset from the respective one of the first holes. This limitation is found in 
the above claims and is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or 
in combination.
